State Does Not Help Bay Cost 
Of Free Dispensary 
Work. 


Increasing 
demands 
for 
dis- 
pensary service at Pennsylvania's 
general hospitals are heaping ad- j 
ditional burdens on the precarious j 
financial structure of these insti­ 
tutions. 
The great 
proportion 
of i 
dispensary work done by the hos­ 
pitals is free work. 
An increase in : 
this line of service, in the face of I 
dwindling income from endowments 1 
and local chest campaigns, is rapid­ 
ly placing the hospitals in the em­ 
barrassing position of being unable 
to meet expenses. 
The hospitals receive state aid for 
bed patients only. 
There 
is 
no 
financial help from either state or 
federal sources for the dispensary 
or clinic services. 
In a recent check-up of the dis­ 
pensary work at the 163 state-aided 
general hospitals of Pennsylvania, 
Miss Katharine Robertson, hospital 
worker for the state department of 
welfare, discovered that dispensary 
services are still increasing. 
The 
information 
was 
obtained 
from 
questionnaires sent to all hospitals 
receiving aid from the state. 
Two To IOO Per Cent 
In the Philadelphia district, of 
21 hospitals reporting. 14 indicated 
an 
increase 
in clinic 
attendance 
ranging from two to IOO per cent. 
In the latter instance this marked 
increase was due to the addition of 
a number of clinics. 
Six hospitals 
showed a decrease in clinic attend­ 
ance and one of the reasons given 
for this falling off is that patients 
do not have the necessary carfare.

from the Pittsburgh district nine 
showed an increase In dispensary 
work ranging up to 43 per cent, 
while the other seven reported a 
decrease ranging to 50 per cent.
